That Part of the Meet Coiuei uoa in 
the Incident Ordered to Be 
Held «t TIffo. 



Any Person Found Guilty Will B« 
Tried and PunUhed Adequately — 

Liberal Compensation to Be 
Paid Victims' Families. 

London, Oct. 29. — All danger of war 
between Russia and Great Britain has 
bfen avfrted and the settlcnit^nt of tlu' 
only points in dispute regardins iho 
attack by the Russian second I'acific 
aquadron on British trawlers October 
SI haa tMaa referred to International 
commlaalon nnder Hie H«c>* oonven 
Uon. 

Premier Balfour, npfakinp; at a meet- 
ing of the National I'nlon Conserva- 
tive clubs at Southampton Friday 
nisbt, broke that silence which had 
been so long preaenred and had 
liroupht the people of the United 
Kin»;d«tii to a condition of almost des- 
perate iiriiaiioii and Rivrn rise to inis- 
concepttons which Mr. Ualfour l-'riday 
night himself exposed. "The Russian 
ambaaaador," said Mr, Balfour, "has 
anthorized a statement to the follow- 
ing effect: The Russian fiovcrnment, 
on hearing of the Xortli Sea incidrnt. 
at once expressed its profound icun t 
and also promised most liberal com- 
pensation. The government baa or- 
dered the detention at Vigo of that 
part of the fleet which was concerned 
in the incident, in order that ih" naval 
authorities might ascertain what offi- 
cers and any material witnesses would 
not proceed on the voyage to the far 
east; that inquiry would be instituted 
'into the facts by an international com- 
mission as provided by The Hague 
convention. That Mr. lialfmir Inter- 
polated, had nothing to do with arbi- 
tration; It was the constitution of an 
kitemational commission in order to 
ted out the facta and any person 
found guilty would be tried and pun- 
ished adequately. The Russian gov- 
eriiment undertook that precaution.s 
would be taken to guard against re- 
currence of such incidents. Special 
Inatructions on this subject would be 
Issued." 

Preliminary to this court, said Mr. 
Balfour, there would l)e the coroner'K 
Inquest at Hull over I lie dead fisher- 
men, a board of trade inquiry and an 
Inquiry by Russian officials at Vigo, 
The board of trade Inquiry would be 
specially constituted by the British 
government to include repreaentative 
men. 

The Russian embassy had lieen ask- 
ed to send a representative and giv« 
aaaistance. Apology and compensa' 
Uon having already been offered, noth- 
Ing new remains but to determine 
which account is correct, Rojcst vens- 
ky's or the trawlers. Mi, Halfmir 
plainly said that Thursday evenint; 
Russia and Great Britain seemed to 
be on the brink of war and yet gave 
the frankest praise to the attitude 
preserved throughout by the emperor 
and lliissian ijovernnienf . While the 
premier was unable to praise the pa- 
cific attitude of the government too 
highly, he bitterly asaaiied Rojestvens- 
ky** report, declaring that it was an 
insult to Great Britain a.s a neutral 
nation and ridiculed its prot)abilit y.

istrars of volt rs here Friday twice re- 
fused to admit to suffrage J. E. I..ag- 
dameo, a Filipino student at the Yale 
forestry school. When asked for" the 
reason for their refusal, the registrars 
said tliat as Lagdameo was not na- 
tive born it was necessary for him to 
become natuarlized before he could 
vote. Lagdameo claimed that as the 
United States owns the Philippines 
he was a citizen of this country. As- 
sistant Attorney General Robh. in 
Washington, was called up by tele- 
phone and made the reply: 

"The supreme court of the United 
States has held that a Filipino is not 
a citizen of the United States There- 
fore, if the law of Connecticut requires 
a voter to be a citlxen, he must be 
naturalized."

Toklo, Oct. 29. — A press telegram 
from Gen. Kuroki's liead(|iia rters re- 
ports that on 'i'hmsday the .Jaijanese 
captured Waitaoslian after sharp tight 

ing. The attack began at 8 o'clock in 
the momlat utA iaBdad at 4 o'oloek in 

the afternoon, the BOMlans retreat- 
ing. The Japanese eapttired two ma- 
chine guns. The Russian casualties 
are estimated at 200 and those of the 
Japanese 170. The Rtissians occupied 
Waitaoshan on the 14th instant with 
eight companlea and began conatruct- 
ing defenses. The Russians retreated 
across the Sbaiihe river.

THE MINE BURNING 

Terrifie Explosion in a Sbaft •f 
\he ftoclcy Mountain Fati 
and Iron Go, 

DEAD NUMBER BETWEEN30AN060 



His Death Leaves Foralcer and Camp 
bell the Only Surviving Ex-Govern- 
orsof OhicHoadly, Foster and 
■ushnetl Dying Recently. 



Columbus, O., Oct, 29.— Ex Gov. Geo 
Kilbon Nash was, shortly before noon 
Friday, discovered dead in his batk 
room. Before he started to take hii 

bath, he did not seem to be imusuall) 
\^(ak and there was no intimation o' 
the sudden end. As is fjeiierallj 
known, he has several times been de 
dared near death, but had regadnec 
strength and displayed vitality whici 
surprised his doctors. The end wai 
not only suddt n, liut jn ;iceful, hit 
heart seeming to have suddenly stup 
ped short, painless death ensuing. 

The governor was in the bath roon 
at the residence of his 8on>ln>law 

WorthlnRton E, Rahcock. He was 
alone at the time and the sinin<i of ; 
heavy fall called several nieiiiljer.s o) 
the household to the bath room, when 
he was found on the floor unconscious 
and to all appearances dead. His phy 
slelan was sent for but life was ex 
tlnce when he iiirived. 

The e.\->;<)\ ernor had In en in i)reca- 
rioiis health since the launching of the 
Ohio, having suffered his first attack 
in Colorado on his return from the 
coast. After retiring from the execu- 
tlTe office he resumed the practice 

of law, but rnuld do little active work. 

In the last four months lie had bi en 
rarely at his law office. A week a^o 
Thursday be went to the State univer- 
sity to attend a meeting of the board 
of trustees, of which be waa a mem- 
ber. That was the last active work 
he did. While both the patient and 
bis family knew that death might 
come at any time, there was no special 
reason to expect it at this time. He 
seemed no worse than usual during 
the forenoon. 

The funeral will be held next .Mon- 
day afternoon at 2 o ( Icick at the 
Hroad Street Presbyterian church. 
Rev. S. S. P. Palmer offlciatlng. The 
services will be public. The burial at 
Green Lawn eemetery win be private.

Trinidad. Cul., Oct. 2!t.— A terrific 
.•xjilosion occurred at .Mine No. 3 of 
;he Rocky .Moimtain Fiu l and Iron Co. 
at Teroio, 40 miles due west of Trini- 
ilay, Friday afternoon and the number 
of dead is variously placed between 
30 and CO men. The exact number of 
dead may n< ver lie Iviiowii, :is the mine 
is litirning and in ail iikeiihood the 
bodies will be cremated. 

United States Government Inspector 
F. J. Foreman was at Teroio when the 
explosion occurred. He retnnnd here 
Friday night anil gives tlu' tulluwing 
account of tlie affair: 

"I was standing not more than 300 
yards from the mouth of tiie tunnel 
when the explosion occurred. The ex- 
plosion was preceded by a low rum- 
bling sound, resemldiiig an < ;iii!i(iu,ilie 
which in.ide the earth tienible and 
startled the whole camp. 

1 looked toward the mine and out 
of the mouth of the tunnel and two 
air shafts came a great volume of 
smoke and dust, which continued for 
nearly a minute. Out of the two air 
shafts, each of which are seven feet 
in (iiameier, timbers that wire fully 
from two to three feet in diameter 
were shot into the air and broken into 
splinters. 

"Rocks were thrown over the camp 
for a distance of a cpiarter of a mile. 
In fact, it rained io<Us, broken tim- 
bers and all kinds of deiiris for fully 
a minute and many people were in- 
jured by being struck with these mis- 
siles. 

"Immediately after the explosion, 

which f(jr all the wmld was lil>e a voi 
cnnic eruption, caused the wildest ex- 
citement. Wonieii. nii'ii and children 
rushed to the mouth of the tunnel and 
women whose husbands were in the 
mine had to be brought away by min- 
ers to keep them from being killed by 
deadly fumes coming from the mouth 
of the timnel. 

"The mine in which the accident oc- 
curred works 80 men, and it is be- 
lieved that at least KO men were in 
the mine at the tiire News of the 
explosion brotight a--;s;.ime iKu.i the 
adjacent camps <ui<l Iniudreils of men 
are trying to get intu the mine. Dead- 
ly fumes (jvcrcome the rescuers fre- 
quently, but their places are immedi- 
ately taken by others ready to risk 
their lives. It i.-- not tlioiiL^tit possible 
that any td' one in tlie mine can es- 
cape death if they are not dead al- 
ready." ' 

The mine was opeued only a year 
ago and extended i.Wi) feet into the 
hill. The explosion is supposed to 
have leeii ciiMsed l)y ilust. Hut one 
I Ixidy has liei n reeo\ r ted. iliiit of T. 
I Duran. a drivei-. wh > wii- j ist enter- 
j ing tile tunnel when the explosion oc- 
curred. He was torn and burned al- 
most beyond recognition. All niinen 
j within a radius of 20 miles have been 
: shut down and the miiicrs are on thn 
way to as^i^t in n.a>.li.'iL' tlic bodies.
